Fifteen-dollar. Hogs Assured the Farmers 
by the Administrators. | 


HICAGO BUREAU OF

hope for cheap bacon,

before the expected break came. 
This resulted in a break of

* ministration became alarmed by 


the marketing of hogs which 
not reached their full 
growth, and the practical guar- 
anteeing of the prices is the 
result.

Charlies Holman, secretary of 
the Nationa) Conference on 
Marketing and Farm Credits. In 
his statement Mr. Cotton said: 

“The main purposes of the 
food administration as to hogs 
are four: To see that the pro- 
ducer at ail times can count on 
a fair price for his hogs so that 
it will be profitable to him; to 
see the farmer increases the 
number of hogs bred, to limit 
the profit of the packer and the 
middieman and to eliminate 
speculation. 

“All these purposes are necer- 
Sary because We must have 
more hogs, so that the ultimate 
consumer shall at all times get 
an adequate supply of hogs at 
the lowest feasible price.”

ITALIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTHERN ITALY, Friday, Nov. 
2.—“"The Italian cavalry has 
emulated the deeds of the famous 
Light Brigade at Balaklava,” said 
a British officer, who has been fol- 
lowing the operations on the Italian 
frogt, in speaking today of the 
campaign now in prcgress. 

Ever since the 
war, the Italian cavalrymen have 
been chafing because the mountain 
warfare offered no opportunity for 
employement of their branch of the 
service. They were drafted inte 
infantry and bomb-throwihg con- 
tingents and intc the aerial service. 
Now, however, they have had the 
chance to prove that the cavalry is 
not as “obsolete as crossbowmen,” 


as one writer put it. - In fact, the 
successfu] retirement of the valiant 
Italian army was due very largely 
to the heroism of the mecunted 
troops. 
The splendid maneuvering of the 
cavalry in great masses and their 
reckless charges /in the face of 
streams of machine-gun bullets are 
regarded by military officers as con- 
stituting one’ of the most brilliant 
features of the fighting cn this front. 
Charges of entire brigades were 
executed with perfect precision and 
control. Many difficult feats were 
performed. Machine guns could 
not stop them. Some regiments 
were virtually annihilated, but their 
effort was not In vain, inasmuch as 
they protected the road over which 
the Third Army passed to safety. — 
The stories of herolem are iIn- 
spiring the troops, whose spirits are 
recovering.

long has striven to achieve a foot- 
hold. Local issues have been rele- 
gated to the background.

ANALYSIS. 

A of the political situation 
gives a decided advantage to Mylan.

GERMAN TACTICS. 


German tactics in the two cam- 
paigns seem to be much the same;

WASHINGTON, Nov. %3.—euth- 
western coal miners’ representatives 
here for a conference with operators 
and fuel administration officials, re- 
fused today to agree to an auto- 
matic penalty clause to prevent 
strikes to be inserted in their new 
wage contract, and called a conven- 
tion of southwestern miners at Kan- 
sas City, November 12. 

Dr. H. A. Garfield, the fuel ad- 
ministrator, has declined to approve 
any new wage contract which does 
not carry an automatic clause and 
will not pay coal price increases in 
the territory involved, until the sit- 
vation is straightened out. Three 
mine districts are concerned, includ- 
ing the States of Kansas, Missouri, 
Arkensas and Oklahoma. 

The operators and miners were in 
conference with Dr. Garfield yester- 
day and until last night without 
reaching any agreement. Today the 
miners and operatoys were to have 
met ih a conference among them- 
selves but the minere at the time 
appeinted sent word that they woul. 
net discuss the matter further. The 
miners, according to the operator=. 
threatened to force their wage in- 
regardiess of Dr. Garfield's 
stand. 

Dr. Garfield said of the situation: 
stand absolutely firm. The pen- 
alty clause must be put in exactly as 
indicated I have nothing to add 
to that.” 

When miners in Illinois went on 
strike two weeks ago. Garfield 
threatened to take radical measures 
to insure a maximum coa! vroduc- 
tion. The miners went back to work 
and the threat was not executed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. . 3.—Un- 
der pians completed. by the War 
Department for disposition of the 
graduates of the second series of 
officers’ training camps, which will 
close this month, every man of the 
19,000 who is recommended for a 
commission either will be commis- 
sioned at once or placed on an eli- 
Gible list, subject to call. 

The commission, eas was the 
case with the graduates of the first 
cAmps, will be in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps or the National Army. 
On the eligible list will be placed 
men who are above the legal age for 
commission in the Reserve Corps at 
the rank to which their showing 
at the camps entitied them. As there 
ie no provision for an active Na- 
tional Army commission, they will 
be put on an eligible list and will be 
commissioned in the National Army 
when their services are needed. It is 
expected that there willbe only a 
small number of such men. 

Not all of these men commis- 
sioned when the camps close will be 
called to service immediately. In 
fact, It wae pointed out today that 
many of them, particularly the lieu- 
tenants, might not Be called te ae- 
tive service until the second 600,000 
men of the Army are or- 


Officers in charge of the camps are 
selecting 1000 men between 21 and 
37 years of age for commissions as 
provisional second lieutenants in the 
régular army. They will 
tached to regu 
ditional training and will be given 
provisional commissions in their 
grade in the regiments as vacancies 
occur, the commissions to be con- 
firmed if they make good in active 
service. 

After these 1000 are selected the 
men remaining will be considered for 
the Signal Corps and Ordnance Bu- 
reaus, Which are in need of addi- 
tional officers. Those selected prob- 


Virtually all of the majors and 
many of the captaine of the line 
commissioned when the camps close 
will be needed immediately.

MANY CITIES “FINED.” 


The various proclamations ‘asued 
by the German military authorities 
ere given in detall. The account 
deals with the levying of fines on 
cities and individuals upon the 
slightest provocation, often on man- 
ufactured charges. heroism of 
the Belgian Ki and the wonder- 
ful fortitude of his Queen also are 
pictured. 

The narrative describes actual 
conditions and while a light play of 
fancy, mingled with shafts of trony, 
and at times a blending of wit and 
humor, overspreads and runs 
through the pages, thers is a mat- 
ter-of-fact presentation of cold 
truths that reveal the German char- 
acter in all ite brutality and callous- 
ness. The book will stand as one 
of the most damning indictments of 
Prussian militarism that has been 
written.

RUSH WORK TO HOUSE 
TROOPS BEFORE RAINS. 


ORK is to begin this week on 
W the nine cantonment builld- 

ings on the upper reserva- 
tion at Fort MacArthur, which will 
insure permanency for the training 
camp now used by the Coast Artil- 
lery. The bulldings will be sub- 
stantial wooden structures, with ac- 
commodations for about 900 men. 
Detailed plans have not yet been re- 
ceived, but Maj. Harry W. Newton, 
constructing quartermaster at the 
harbor, received a telegram from 
Washington «a few days ago authoriz- 
ine the work. 

At the present time both the gar- 
rison at the fort and the regiment 
in training are occupying tents. The 
permanent barracks on the lower 
reservation will not be ready untill 
next April. These will provide mod- 
ern accommodation for about 500 
men. There are twenty-two bulid- 
ings in all, and the improvements 
will cost about $400,000. 

There are four companies on the 
upper reservation and nine on the 
lower. News that wooden bulldings 
are to be constructed was welcomed 
by the men in camp, who have not

tion or telephone companies, farm- 
ers’ and fruit growers’ corporations 
holding property for another who Is 
exempt from the tax, Federal land 
banks and farm loan associations, 
joint stock land banks. 

Corporation tax-Ppaying must be 
notified by June 1 of the amount of 
the tax for which they will be held 
Hable. The tax must be paid by 
June 15 of each year or 106 days 
from the date on.which return is 
required to be filed. If not paid 
when due upon demand the 10 days’ 
notice a penalty of 16 per cent. of 
the tax together with interest of 1 
per cent a month will be added. 
Claim for refund or excess tax mf&y 
be made. Neglect to make returns 
is punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$10,000. Returns must be made and 
verified under oath. 

INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX. 


The new law imposes an addition- 
al normal tax of 2 Ker cent. on the 
entire net incomes of individuals. 
The rate of the ol4 law which is 
etill In effect, and those of the new 
law, added together, will comprise 
the total tax to be assessed. For 
the purpose of computing the nor- 
mal tax of 2 per cent. under the old 
law, there will be allowed an exemp- 
tion of $3000 im the case of single 
persons, and %4000 for married per- 
sons and the heads of families.

An additional tax of 4 per cent. is 
imposed by the new law on the en- 
tire income of evéry corporation, 
joint stock company or association 
and insurance company subject to 
the tax of 2 per cent. imposed by 
the old law of September 8, 1916. 
This makes 6 per cent. in all. 

Returns of annual net income for 
the calendar year ending December 
Siy 1917, must be rendered on or 
before March 1, 1918 by ®@very cor- 
poration, joint stock company or as- 
sociation and insuranee company 
that maintained its legal entity dur- 
ing all or any portion of the year 
1917, even though no business was 
transacted or no ~profite accrued. 
Corporations which have established 
a fiscal year basis for filing returns 
shall continue to file for such Recall 
year periods. 

EXCESS PROFITS TAX. 

The excess profit tax appHes to 
individuals, partnerships and cor- 
porations. Tt tg Imposed on. the in- 
come of individuals derived from 
any business, trade, occupation or 
profession of whatever description, 
whether continuously carried on or 
not, but does not include income 
‘from investments, and covers all the 
income of corporations and partner- 
ships, except dividends, and such in- 
come as is exempt from tax under 
the present income law. The rate 
of tax is graduated as follows: 

Twenty per cent. of the net income 
in excess of the ded “tion and not 
in excess of 15 per cent. of the in- 
vested capital for the taxable year. 

Twenty-five per cent. of the 
amount of the net Income tn excess 
of 15 per cent. and not in excess of 
20 per cent. of such capital. 

Thirty-five per cent. of the dmounr 
of net Income in excess of 20 per 
cent. and not in excess of 25 per cent. 
of auch capital. 

Forty-five per cent. of the amount 
of net income tn excess of 25 per 
cent. and not In exeess ef 88 per

Where more than a nominal cap- 
ital is invested in a business, a spe- 
cifle exemption of $6000 is allowed 
in the case of individual partner- 
ships, and $3000 in the case of cor- 
porations, together with a sum equal 
to the same percentage of the in- 
vested capital for the taxable year 
as the annual net income of the pre- 
war period (years 1911-12-13.) was 
for the same period, but not less 
to the average individual] capita! 
than 7 per cent. nor more than 
9 per cent. 

If an Individual was not engaged 
In trade or business, or if the cor- 
poration was not in existence dur- 
ing the pre-war period, the deduc- 
tion shall be an amount equal to * 
per cent. of the invested capital, 
and the specific exemption of $6000 
or $3000, respectively. 

Income from the trade, business, 
occupation or profession having no 
invested capital, or not more ‘than 
a nominal capital, is taxed at a flat 
rate of 8 per cent. on the net income 
in excess of $6000 In the case of a 
citizen or resident of the United 
States, and $3000 in the case of a 
domestic corporation. Returns are 
to be made the same as income tax 
returns. 

UNDISTRIBUTED EARNINGS. 

A tax of 10 per cent. is imposed 
upon the amount of net income re- 
maining undistributed six months 
after the end of each calendar or 
fiscal year, which is actually invested 
or employed in the business or is not 
invested in the obligations of the 
United States issued after Septem- 
ber 1 last. 

The withholding provisions of the 
old act have been amended. Modi- 
fied provisions substituted require 
withholding at the source only on 
obligations of corporations and indi- 
viduals carrying a tax-free covenant, 
excepting that periodical gains paid 
to nonresident aliens, tndividuals or 
corporations shall have a normal 
tax of 2 per cent. withheld at the

There is an additional tax of 
$1.50 a barrel on beer, lager beer, 
ale, porter, ete., but taxable ferment<« 
ed liquor may be conveyed from the 
brewery premises or distillery witne 
out payment of the tax. On sweet 
wines held for sale by the producer 
on the day the new law was passed 
there is tevied a war tax of 10 cents 
per proof gallon upon grape brandy 
or wite spirits used in fortification 
and 20 cents on that held for such 
purpose, 

There is a tax of 1 cent a gallon 
on all unfermented grape juice, soft 
drinks, artificial mineral waters (not 
carbonated) and near beer: 1 cent 
a gallon on all mineral waters or 
table waters sold by the produ 
bottler or importer for over 10 cen 
a gallon. Each manufacturer, pro- 
ducer or importer must make a re- 
turn to the revenue collector. A tax 
of 5 cents a pound is levied on car- 
bonic acid tn drums. Additional 
taxes on other beverages—on pre- 
pared syrups and extracts, selling 
for not over $1.30 a gallon, 5 cents: 
not over $2, 8 cents; not over $3, 16 
cents; not over $4, 15 cents, and for 
that selling for more aes $4, 20 
cents a gallon.

THE GREAT HEART OF AMERICA. 


I. 


ITH food frightfully high and an impending scarcity, with news sup- 
, Pressed.and extraordinary powers granted the government, with mil- 
* lions of men summoned to the colors and thousands already upon the 
battlefields, with taxes clamped onto everything and billions called into the 
Liberty Loans, with all those and other sacrifices required, America begins 
to realize that she is in this war. Now, strangely enough, instead of making 
the war unpopular and setting the nation to fretting and complaining, the 
result has been to intensify the national spirit and to unite popular feeling. 
There is nothing that brings a people so close together as do mutual sacri- 
fices for a common cause; and the great heart of America beats with high 
determination that these sacrifices shal] not have been made in vain. Amer- 
ica is fully aware that they are merely preliminary and that greater and more 
poignant ones must follow unless peace is miraculously sudden. 

The sacrifices have been made cheerfully. Never has America produced 
so much food, and never has there been such effort to moderate the con- 
sumption. Our allies must be fed. Never before have our young men been 
called in a body to take up arms, or to go forth to foreign wars—wars on 
territory in which America has no interest but that of friendship. But our 
allies must be succored in the field. Never before has there been such taxa- 
tion, such leveling of money, such borrowing of sums for the wastage of war. 
But it is not really wastage. It is an investment in victory; and, as certain 
of the Liberty Loan posters have suggested, if we lose this war of what good 
will our money be? 

HM. 


HILE the collapse of Russia and the reverses of Italy have made remote 
such a peace as the Pope suggested some months ago—for the Al- 
lies, like the old Roman Senators, will not make peace with a vic- 

torious enemy—-yet it is apparent that the need for peace grows within Ger- 
many even while certain af her armies are winning victories. German cen- 
sorship is the most opacous in the world. Only the largest dark movements 
are visible through the curtains with which the empire is screened. But it 
is well known that two chancellors have recently been tumbled from their 
seats, and that the third, less than a fortnight in office, is being strenuously 
attacked. Official Germany may present a cheerful face to the world, but the 
strain of that assumed cheerfulness is perceptible; and it is no secret that 
Germany has in every oblique fashion conceivable attempted to secure peace. 
A separate peace was offered to Russia, the same was suggested to France; 
the Socialists’ peace fiasco at Copenhagen if not actually inspired by the Ger- 
mans was desperately encouraged by them, and there is no doubt that the 
Lutheran Kaiser, ally of the Turks, appealed to His Holiness of the Catholic 
faith for mediation. All of which serves to indicate that the Teutons, who 
for forty years have boasted that they gloried in war, are anxious to enjoy 
the amenities of what Bernhardi has called ‘‘despicable peace.” 


ITT. 


OW it happens that regarding peace a change has come over the heart 
of America. America wants peace, but like her allies, she wants it 
on terms not of the Kaiser's choosing; and on terms of their own choos- 

ing the Allies will have it. America has developed an intense bitterness 
against the ruling people of Germany. She has found them scientific 
gavages, utterly without honor even in affairs of state. Ambassador Bern- 
storff has been revealed as a contemptible liar, plotter and hirer of dyna- 
miters; and German consuls and ministers have made their offices a mask for 
such evil work as was for a time incredible, and is still inconceivable in any 
but German officials. 

The butchery by the Prussians in Europe is now established beyond ques- 
tion. They are mean victors and vicious losers. ey are without a trace 
of gallantry; but their ruthless efforts to intimidate the civilians of Belgium 
and France, while barbarous beyond description, have been as futile to the 
purpose_as the piracy on the high seas that indiscriminately sinks neutrals, 
passengers and hospital vessels. America does not hate Germany in the 
sense that Germany “strafes'"’ America; but she loathes German “efficiency,” 
German “kultur,”" German “ruthlessness” and all that Germany stands for 
and has boasted of. Peace with such a nation, one that calls solemn treaties 
a “scrap of paper,” declares little nations have no rights, denies that there 
is such a thing as international law, and even descends to shelling cathedrals 
as well as the execution of Red Cross nurses that have ministered faithfully 
to German wounded—peace, we repeat, with such a nation can now only be 
made at the point of the sword. The Hohenzollerns could not make a prom- 
ise which any intelligent person would be warranted in believing that they 
would keep if ever they found the least reason for breaking it. As President 
Wilson has asked, of what avail is it to make a compact or a treaty with such 
a government ? 


IV. 


ND when this war is over and peace is made, the people of Germany 
cannot expect to step again into the place of respect and good will they 
enjoyed under false pretenses before the mask was dropped and Belgium 

- was overrun. Not much. America has no apologies to make to them for 
the way she now feels toward them, and for the way that she will continue to 
feel when peace comes through conquest. Too long the people of this country 
were unsuspicious; too long they regarded the German officials as gentlemen 
and thereby permitted them to surreptitiously carry forward the work of 
assassins and dynamiters. And the German officials were contemptuous of 
Americans who did not suspect their real and called these Ameri- 
cans “asses and “fools.” 

Germany will suffer after this war. An economic war will follow. It 
is inevitable. It has been agreed upon by English, French and Russian lead- 
ers of commerce; for who, in time of peace, will care to do business with such 
butchers? And students will not flock from all party. of the world to Ger- 
man universities. What loyal American wants his son to drink in the milk of 
German kultur>? Who wishes to be tutored in the philosophy of barbarians? 
After the war there will inevitably be a renaiesance of Latin culture with its 
warm beauty and glowing humanity—all of which seems decadent to the ma- 
terialistic Teutons, whose philosophy is without God, but whose Kaiser keeps 
Him habilitated in martial glory for political reasons. Germany has become 
an outcast among the nations of the earth. Her science has been great, and 
all of it has been transformed into, if not originally encouraged for, the dia- 
bolism of war.. Her great trade secrets, formulas and patents, which made 
her commerce formidable in al] markets, have been revealed by the patent 
offices of America; and Americans henceforth will use them in common with 
other of the Allies without having to depend on German manufacture. That 
revelation alone has hurt Germany economically beyond all possibility of an 
estimate. When this war is over, Germany will be without friends, without 
commercial prestige, without the great forn:ulas and patents which formed 
the body of her commerce; and on all sides she will be confronted by nations 
that not only despise her for her crimes, but distrusi her for her faithlessness. 


It is true that England and France, a century ago the most implacable 
of enemies, are now allies. It is true that America nas twice fought with Hng- 
land and today they are allies. But what a difference! What a difference! 
Wellington executed summarily any soldier of his that annoyed women; Na- 
poleon and his’ marshals and his men were the epitome of gallantry. In the 
Revolution and in 1812 the Americans and British met and fought, and ad- 
mired each other's courage. They were gentlemen who did not inflict torture 

on noncombatants, wantonly destroy villages, and sink vessels with women 
‘and children on board. When the Civil War ended the North and South came 
together in the mighty Union that endures because each side fought like gen- 
tlemen. But the Prussians fight like savages. They despise the gallantry of 
the gentleman, the tenderness of the humane feeling. They fight for the lust 
of blood and loot. And America will not forget. 


Ve 


HE TIMES has a sincere and understanding sympathy for patriotic 
Americans of German origin now living in this country. They are to 

* be counted among our very best people. They have done a large share 
towatd the upbuilding of this and other communities—and they are doing 
a great, big, generous bit toward the winning of this war by America. They 
are sacrificing their sentiments and their interests, and their time and their 
money for the cause of democracy. Many of them are doing these things. 
Some of them are sending their own into camps above which the American 
flag flies. The situation is exceedingly difficult for them, and all considerate 
and true-hearted Americans should help make it easier. These patriotic 
German-Americans have been injured by the duplicities and indiscretions of 
some of their countrymen. That is to be regretted, but cannot be helped. 
It is true that the cause of liberty has suffered: more grievously from the in- 
sidious enemies within our gates than from other sources. But while this is 
in our hearts, let us not fail to discriminate between the disloyal ones and the 
loyal—not fail to recognize the brave and admirable devotion of these thous- 
ands of our German-American co-workers, neighbors, friends, to the Stars

We have 
been wasteful, overindulgent. 

It is good that we learn the true value 
and the real worth of money; but let us 
take heed that our ecogOmy does not he 
come parsimony; that our saving is not 
miserliness. Money should not be wasted; 
neither should it be hoarded. The business 
system of our nation is founded upon the 
circulation of money, either in the form of 
actua) cash or its equivalent—credit. Like 
the circulatory system of the human body, 
upen its activities depend the health of the 
entire being. Dead dollars are like inactive 
organs of the human body; they are not 
only useless in themselves, but they dis- 
organize the entire system. Money locked 
up within the safety-box is dead money. It 
neither works for its owner nor for anyone 
else: whereas money in circulation is Mon- 
ey always at work for the entire nation. 

Our participation in the present war was 
started upon the basis of the business abil 
ity and good standing of our ntry. Our 
taxation for the maintenance of the war 
was baged upon the legitimate profits of 
business. 
that business be overturned, wherewith 
shall the government continue its opera- 
tions? 

Not by the slacker dollar, the lazy dollar 
hidden im the depths of the safety box, will 
the present world-war be won, but by the 
dollar which is up and doing—by the dollar 
which, by its activities, becomes many dol- 
lars, a dollar multiplied again and again by 
our credit system which enhbles money 
once set in motion to wipe dut debt after 
debt — by the working dollar, everybody's 
dollar, will the war be won. | 

“BUSINESS AS USUAL,” the first slogan 
of the war campaign, must be the slogan of 
now and of always if the government is to 
find the support upon which It counted 
when taking stock of our country’s assets 
at our entrance into the world struggle. 


WAY WITH THE SALOON! 

On Tuesday, the 20th day of this month, 
the voters of Los Angeles will be called 
upon to determine whether the homes of 
this city shall or shall not be protected 
against the sorrows and shames and evils 
of liquor saloons. It is not the vineyards 
that will suffer from the abolition of sa- 
loons, for very little wine is sold over the 
bars, and the principal beverages called 
for are distilled liquors. 

The most insistent opponent of the aboll- 
tion of the saloon is the stickler for what 
he calls “non-interference with his liberty.” 
He says: “I use liquor. I drink every day. 
I get drunk occasionally. I spend my own 
money and suffer the headaches and the 
pangs of conscience that follow. So long 
as the temperance people keep to moral 
suasion, all right; when they try to save 


my soul by talking to me, all right; but: 


when they attempt to take away my liber- 
ties by law, then I will protest. We live 
in America, not Germany or Turkey; in the 
twentieth, not the twelfth century: and it 
is my privilege ‘to get boiling drunk if I 
want to.” 

An answer to this argument is that a man 
does not get drunk solely at his own ex- 
pense. He gets drunk at the expense of his 
wife, his family and the community. Any 
man who drinks to excess forces the com- 
munity to stand the expense to a greater 
or less extent. Civilized society could not 


If, in a burst of overeconomy, | 


pursuits which are detrimental to 
the others. Society cannot actord 
to a man the right to get drunk and 
roll in the gutter while his wife and 
children suffer. If the expenses 
which are inflicted upom the tax- 
payers by drunkards could be taken 
away a single man, with no person 
dependent upon him, might get 
drunk at his own expense, but not 
otherwise. 

A police judge who kept a record 
of the cases that came before him 
found that eight out of ten were 
caused by drink. The cost of jails, 
poorhouses, hospitals and insane 
asylums is not borne by the drunk- 
ards or the saloon keepers, but by 
the taxpayers. These items swell 
the tax levy and thus the taxpayer 
pays the cost of the drunkard’s ca- 
rouse. The loss in health, in work 
and in capacity to do work caused 
by the saloons make a bill which 
the men who “get drunk at their 
own expense” would find it difficult 
to pay; the bill that could be made 
out by mothers, wives and children, 
the amount to pay for broken hearts 
and destroyed homes would be dif- 
ficult to meet: The idea that man 
can live alone is a mistake; he be- 
longs to a church which admits of 
no separation; he is a vehicle on a 
single track which must be run on 
at such a rate of speed that it will 
not collffie with others. We are

It is sometimes said that the abo- 
lition of saloons in this city would 
tend to discourage its growth. If this 
were true it would follow that the 
encouragement of saloans would 
tend to increase its growth.

“In Los Angeles we have many sa- 
loons with rosewood bars, cut-class 
tumblers and decanters, a cardroom 
upstairs, a back door to the temple 
of Venus in the rear and the proprt 
etor In cahoots with the police”? 

The Times is in favor of the abo- 
lition of the saloons and it hopes 
that on vember 20 the people will 
vote to banish them from Los An- 
geles.

The bluejacket's day is from 5:30 
in the mornigg to 9:30 at night. 
From revelllie to taps life ts real 
aboard ship. The duties ata not 
onerous, but they are numerous, Im- 
mediately after the revellle is sound- 
ed the men turn out, dress and lash 
and stow away their hammocks. 
After a serving of chocolaté or bot 
coffee, the men each go about their 
epecial duties. The decks, paint 
work, boat gear and brass work are 
scrubbed and polipaed. After this all 
wash up and go to breakfast. When 
“mess gear” is “piped” the messmen 
lower the mess tables, set up the 
benches and lay out breakfast.

SICK CALL SOUNDED. 


Following this the sick call is 
sounded, and those who have bodily 
ailments go to what is known as the 
“sick bay” and tell their troubles 
to the dector. Then the crews’ work 
is finished for tbe nonce and the 
decks are cleared for quarters. This 
means that when the call for quar- 
ters comes the men appear on deck 
dressed neatly and cleanly. They are 
then Inepected by their officer, who 
reports to the executive officer. Then 
comes drill, which varies according 
to the day. 

Following the drill the men are 
at leisure till 1:30 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon, except for the noon mess, 
which is “piped” at 11:50 o'clock. 
The afternoon is usually given over 
to drill and’ leisure. The mess gear 
at 5:30 o'clock im the evening is 
“piped” and after supper and ten 
minutes after sundown the call to 
“colors” is sounded.

Since the handling of torpedoes is 
part of the sailorman's job, he must 
be familiar with the mechanism of 
this deadly weapon of modern naval 
warfare. The torpedo is of itself a 
mechanical and chemical marvel. It 
is self-propelled and self-guided, 
and the war head is not ready for 
business until it has been projected 
into the water and a certain num- 
ber of revolutions made by a con- 
trivance, which unlocks the con- 
tact point that explodes the ful- 
minating cap. 

When a torpedo is launched from 
its tube by force of compressed afr, 
as it*leaves this tube a trigger is 
pulled, which releases the com- 
pressed air within its own air cham- 
ber and at the same time lights a 
miniature furnace, which by heating 
the air causes it to expand and rush 
into the four-cylinder engine that 
drives the torpedo’s prapellers. The 
torpedo picks up speed very rapidly, 
and at 2800 yards is going about 
forty miles an hour. 

Of the organization of the navy

INSIGNIA DIFFERS.

Practically Completed. 


Modern Equipment. 


Baggage Terminal Now, Uses 
_ Space Under Viaduct. 


With the work on the Wholesale 
Terminal being rushed to completion 
in order that the first. unit may be 
opened for business on January 1, 
the Pacific Electric Railway, which 
sold its storage yards at Seventh and 
Central to the Los Angeles Union 
Terminal Company to provide space 
for the terminal, has completed 
construction work at Macy street 
and at Watts to provide new storage 
yards for ite rolling stock. 

In addition, the Pacific Electric 
has conatructed additional trackage 
at Redondo Beach and is building 
permanent shops at Torrance, and is 
elso using the old surface tracks at 
Sixth and Los Angeles streets under 
the viaduct for car storage purposes. 

This —arrangement permits the 
storage at Watts of approximately 
thirty-five cars each night, 250 cars 
at Macy etreet, and forty cars at 
Sixth and Los Angeles. 
WESTERN DIVISION STORAGE. 


The Western Division storage has 
not been changed by this arrangce- 
ment, as cars remain at the Hill 
street station, and at Sherman and 
Ocean Park. 

In addition to the segregation of 
cars in such manner as to give to 
each division of the Pacific Electric 
its own rolling stock, so aa to pre- 
vent car shortage on any portion of 
the line, the new terminal at Macy 
street contains in addition to the car 
house and division shops, a club 
house for the men. 

The Macy -street yards, which are 
the largest of those ‘thewly-con- 
structed, contain seven tracks, total- 
ing 2000 feet in length, and in order 
to inetall this work 35.900 yards of 
dirt had to be moved from hill 
sides, 

THE NEW CLUBHOUSE. 

The new club bullding contains an 
Office and recreation-room on the 
second floor which are models of 
convenience and comfort. The rec- 
reation-room is equipped with pool, 
billiard, card and writing tables, and 
the lounge is; furnished with late 
books and magazines. 

The first floor of the club ts given 
over to locker-rooms and shower 
baths, and a schoolroom for the in- 
struction of student employees. This 
inetruction-room ie being fitted up 
with all necessary equipment for the 
work, the inetallation being iin 
charge of Chief Train Service In- 
structor Byron Dixon and Assistant 
Instructors Miles and Spafford. 

At the same time, the Pacific Elec- 
tric has used the space ‘under the 
elevated estructure behind the Pa- 
cife Electric Station at Sixth and 
Loe Angeles for the building of «a 
complete baggage terminal to take 
care of the baggage of the compeny, 
which has an arrangement with the 
Southern Pacific for the handling of 
bacgage carried under the Southern 
Pacific tartff. 

Using the floor of the elevated as 
a roof for this baggage-room, the 
space below the elevated has been 
bricked up and a complete building 
erected underneath the elevated. 


STATEMENT ISSUED.

The Humane Animal Commission 
yesterday issued a statement giving 
its reasons for asking the voters not 
to adopt the initiative ordinance 
calling for a change in the commis- 
sion, to be voted on November 20.

Harriet Williams Myers and (Dr.

The commissioners assert that 


there are several “jokers” in the 
proposed ordinance “which tend to 
show that f had its origin not in 
a desire to better humane conditions 
in this city, but to gratify personal 
animcesity.”’ 

They call attention to the follow- 
ing: That the commissioners re- 
ceive no salaries; that animals 
asphyxiated at the pound are han- 
died humanely and kiled humanely; 
that Los Angeles has a reptitation 
all over the United States for the 
success which has been made 
through the cperation of its pound, 
and that reports from two dozen of 
the principal cities of the country 
show that Los Angeles leads them 
all in results accomplished for the 
money expended. 

The commissioners say that the 
ordinance proposes to cut the work- 
ing force of the department by four 
men, “thus prohibiting the collec- 
tion of dog licenses, which will re- 
sult in a direct logs to the city of at 
least $16,000 a year.”

many. 

So marvelous has been the prog- 

ress of surgical science during the 


last few years that at the present: 
time almom 80 per cent. of the men | 


wounded on Buropean battlefields 
are being restored and sent back te) 
the trenches. From a military stand- | 
point, this accomplishment is of the) 
highest value, as the war-scarred | 
veterans have gained by experience | 
what no amount of training behind 
the lines could give them. 

Military surgeons net only are re- 
constructing disabled soldiers so 
that they can fight again, but are! 
preventing permanent deformities 
and are rebuilding the seriously 
wounded #o that they may be phyat-| 
cally capable of supporting them- 
selves tn civil life. Moreover, they 
are keeping the camps, canton- 
ments, and battle lines free from 
typhoid, dysentery and other ravag- 
ing diseases which caused the deaths 
of unknown thousands tn former 
wars. 

ATD IN THE TRENCHDPS. 

All this Is being done even though 
modern battles are fought often 
from rain-soaked trenches Instead | 
of in the open fields. Soldiers now 


for many tedious days at a stretch, 
while formerly they had tents to 
cover them at night, and during the 
day marched over new ground and 
in fresh air and sunlight. 
How the American soldier will be 
eared for ts aa interesting story. It 
is a story that tells of the mobiliza- 
tion of. nearfy 20.000 of the fore- 
most members of the medical pro- 
fession in this country, of the or- 
ganization of many bureaus, of the 
collecfion and transportation of vast 
stores of supplies, and of the utfli- 
zation of all that is most advanced 
in medical and surgical ecience.

artist's “job” is not an easy one. It 
is, in truth, the hardest job in the 


world. I speak with a certain 
modest authority, for I have ex- 
amined it for many years from 


many angles. The wonder is, not 
that he is unable to please every- 
body, but that he is able to please 
anybody. He paints to please him- 
welf, first of all, but I suspect that 
his own dissatisfaction ts often far 
Sreater than that of his worst dis- 
tractors. For no one sees his ideal

Bismarck Club of Berlin, founded by 
the Kaiser, according to disclosures 
made by Wells Edwards, an Ameri- 
can, who for twelve years was one of 

he Bismarch was i y 
the Kaiser when he was Crown 
Prince, in order that he might have a 
club exclusively reserved for himself 
and his intimates. No one could ob- 
tain admission without the sanction of 
the Emperor. Candidates for mem- 
bership were elected not by ballot but 
by a committee of five, three of whom 
were members of the imperial house 
hold. At the big dinners cither the 
Kaiser or some Hohenzollern prince 
sal at the head of the table. 

One of the most interesting ac- 
counts of the club's revelries, given by 
Edwards, throws a light that pill 
be new to most Americans on the 
character of von Hindenburg, Ger- 
many s war hero. Edwards writes 

WAS A HEAVY DRINKER. 

“I remember shortly after I went 
to the Bismarck, Hindenburg was 
one of the guests on a dinner night. 
The Kaiser was not present, ané 
Prince Henry of Prussia presided. 

“Hindenburg, as usual, drank 
deeply of his favorite red Rhenish 
wine, and ate of every dish on a 
long menu. At the end of the din- 
ner the general went to sleep: he 
lay back on his chair, his huge head 
sunk on his expansive chest, and 
he snored loudly. > 

was sehted next to 
Prince Menry, and on the general's 
right was Baron Ebber, a wealthy 
young Bavarian, who at that time 
Was getting rid of a fortune as 
quickly @s he could, and was one 
of the most notorious young rakes 
in Bertin. 

“Baron Ebber, wnen he saw the 
condition of Hindenburg, called for 
a big bottle of Rhenish, and ex- 
Claimed: ‘Let us aneint him with 
his favorite fluid.” Then amid roars 


of laughter the baron preceeded to 
pour the wine over Hindenburg’s 


HINDENBURG'S FURY. 


“But i¢ was a dangerous jest 
play with a man of Hindenburg’ 
Gisposition, who has a temper of @ 
demon when it is aroused, especial- 
ly in his cups. As the wine trickled 
over his face and down his nec 
the general woke up. He 
about the table in a puzsled fashion, 
while peals of laughter greeted him, 
and no one laughed iouder than 
Prince Henry. 

“Hindenburg put up his hands te 
his face and neck, and looked at 
the bottle of wine on the table; then 
the situation dawned on him. He 
gazed around the table and there was 
something so terribly menacing in 
his look that the laughter died down, 
“IT heard some one «aay, ‘It’s all 
right, generel; you must not mind a 
bit of a joke.” I think it was Prince 
Henry of Prussia who spoke. At 
any rate he attracted the full foree 
of the geferal’s blazing Wrath. 
“Hindenburg epfang to his feet, 
seized au empty champagne bottle, 
swung it up tn the alr over the 
Prince’s head; then some one pulled 
the Prince off his chair, on the baega 
of whieh the next Instant the bottle 
came smashing down and broke into 
pieces. 

SENTENCED BY KAISER, 
“Half a dozen of the diners then 
sprang at Hindenburg, who stepped 
back, and, lifting his chair partly 
off the ground, swore he would dash 
out the brains of the first man whe 
stirred a step toward him. 

“Prince Henry of Prussia had in 
the meanwhile left the room; and 
Capt. Weissenrode of the imperial 
household, who was the most sober 
man present, eventually persuaded

TEARING ENGLISH FLAG. 


“Bometimes at a banquet at the 
Bismarck they would perform 64 
known as “Tearing the 
Flag.’ t Was a ceremony, I was 
told, that was often performed On 
board ships in the German navy; 
Prince Henry of Prussia was the 
originator of it. 

“The flag torn in this ceremony 
was the British Union Jack. A flag 
was placed on the table beside eath 
person after dinner. The president 
at the dinner rose and made a 
speech in glorification of the Ger- 
man navy. At the end of the speech 
he proposed the double tvast, “The 
German navy and the destruction 
of the fleet of our enemy.’ 

“Bach perevn at the table then 
took up the rolled flag beside him, 
opened it out, tore it in two, and 
flung the bits on the-floor and the 
toast was then honored.

SAYS M’'CLURE, HERE. 


Magazine Publisher, Who * has 
Visited Seventeen Warring Coun- 
tries in Past Two Years, Says 
Nippon Could not Support a War 
Nor Even Override China. 


“The so-called Japanese menace 
isamyth. There is, in fact, no Yel- 
low Peril. Japan is absolutely sin- 
cere in’ her desire to cultivate and 
maintain friendly relations with the 
United States.” 

So says 8. 8. McClure, who has 
just returned from an extensive 
visit to Japan, where he went to 
study the eastern question. 

“I am convinced,” said the maga- 
zine publisher, “that there is not 
the slightest chance of Japan ever 
attempting to make war on us, I 
am also positive that if she did she 
would not be able to prosecute such 
a war for one year. Aside from tbe 
fact that Japan does not desire a 
war, I am, I believe, able to Convince 
any reasonable man that #he could 
not wage such qa war even if she 
desired to. 

“In the firet place her statesmen 


tempt what would mean national 
suicide. Let us take a look at 
Japan's resources as compared with 
those of the United States. In the 
first place all the farm land of Japan 
la only equal to one-half the land 
In the single State of Nebraska. She 
has but 3.000.000 head of cattle 
as compared with 206,000,000 head 
in this country. Her coal produc- 
tion for a whole year would last the 
United States just seventeen days. 
Khe has to import practically all her 
machinery, and if at war she could 
not do thie, so would not be able to 
fight a modern war. ‘

IDENT APPROVES 
FOOD REGULATIONS. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Regula- 
tions governing the handling of 
foodstuffs under the licensing of 
manufacturers and dealers were ap- 
proved by President Wilson today 
and will be put into operation by 
the food administrator immediately 
The principal object of the rules, a 
food administration statement today 
sets forth, are: 

“To limit the prices charged by 
every licensee to a reasonable 
amount expenses, and to for- 
bid the uisition of speculative 
profits from a rising market. 

“To keep all food commodiities 
moving to the consumer in as direct 
a line ag possible and with little de- 


“To limit, as far as practicable, 
contracts for future delivery and to 
curd dealings in future contracts.” 
The announcement continues: 
“tinder the food control act. in 
addition to the power to promul- 
gate rules, the President is given 
broad powers to deal with individ- 
wal cases. This power will be free- 
ly exercised to accomplish the three 
purposes set out above. If every 
licensee will make those purposes 
the cardinal principles of his busi- 
ness and obey the law and the reg- 
ulations, he will be free from in- 
terference by the government. Vio- 
lation is cause for revoking any 
licensé, as well as subjecting the of-

The food question was getting to be a big and even alarming one before the war ever started. The high cost of living antedated 
the war by years in this country. The “shrinking dollar” and the “back to the land” slogan have been dinned in our ears for a decade. 
The war brought the need for increased production home to us. We were slow enough in awakening to the need for increased produc- 
tion in ordinary peace times. Now our problem has been suddenly increased beyond our direct imaginings. We know now that unless 
America can produce enough food to'make up the shortage in the allied countries, in addition to what she needs herself, the hunger 
factor that is so surely sapping the military efficiency of the German empire will soon be working both ways. 


The United States Food Administration has urged that first of all there must be a sudden, general and effective curtailment in this 
country of the consumption of concentrated foods, like beef, pork, wheat, dairy products and sugar, that are most needed by the armies 
and civilian populations of our Allies in the titanic struggle against autocracy. In this way, and in this way only, can the immediate 
results that are so necessary be accomplished. The next step, and the most important, because the only decisively effective step, is to 
move heaven and earth to enormously increase our actual food production. this phase of the food problem the administration is 
laying more and more stress. Hard upon the meatless day and the wheatless day there must now come the day of spurred-up, high-. 
tension farm production. It becomes vitally necessary for America to produce as it has never produced before from the lands already 
under cultivation and to put millions upon millions of idle, slacker acres into immediate use. } 


Agriculture, horticulture, stock-raising, farming methods and farm mechanics have, with land development and utilization, become 
the greatest, most vital subjects before the American people today. Uncle Sam can raise and equip armies, but the people themselves 
must meet the problem of increasing the food supply. Farming is a business the government itself, with all its tremendous responsibil- 
ities, could not hope all at once to get into on a scale to bring real results, even as a war emergency measure and even were it contemplat- 
ing doing so. The “soldiers of the soil,” for that is what every farmer, regular and “rookie,” who has a right to military exemption is 
(with the danger left out,) are as effdctually helping to overthrow Prussianism as are the gallant lads who go over the top in France. 
It is just as necessary, too, that the soldiers of the regular army, the Americans who have grown up on the soil, brush up on methods to 
meet the vastly larger requirements of this critical period as that our army regular go into training camps like new recruits to plug up on 


the new and terrible methods of warfare. With the amateurs in farming, like those in the fighting ranks, it must be a case of drill, drill, 
dnil!

FALSE IMPRESSION. 
The word “storage” in connection 
with the electro-chemical battery 
conveys & falee impression. The 


thing. The actual work of the bat- 


tive material contained tn the plates. 
Now, this chemical action ls always 
geing on within the battery, even 
when tt tie not actually giving out 
current. But when the part is being 
Called upen to deliver power, the 
Violence of the chemical action is 
enormously increased, clectrical cur- 
rent is generated and dispatched on 
ite way as directed by the driver @ 
the car to start the motor, light the 
lights or what not. 

The chemical action within the 
battery which produces the current 
also produces a substance known as 
lead sulphate, which is depesited on 
the plates. This sulphate is a white 
substance and its presence on the 
plates weakens the action of the 
battery beceuse ite formation has 
actually withdrawn acid from the 
solution or electrolyte. Thus, if the 
condition reaches its ultimate stage, 
the plate would be thick with sul- 
phate deposits and all the acid would 
be withdrawn from the electrolyte 
leaving plain water, In this case the 
battery would be able to produce no 
current whatever. 

THE REACTION, 


Now, when electrical current from 
an outside source is sent into the 
battery it causes a reaction to take 
place, which is exactly the reverse 
of the former, es it breaks up the 
sulphate deposit on the plates and 
drives it back into the liquid in the 
form of acid. When this operation 
has been completed and all the de- 
posit has been removed the battery 
is ready to begin its chemical action 
again and produce ele ric current. 

It ie obvious that the liquid with 
which the battery cells are filled, in 
the course of time, will suffer evap- 
“ration. This is doubly so because 
the chemical action of the battery 
produces a certain amount of heat. 
which hestens losses due to in- 
evitable evaporation. To make up 
for thie and keep the liquid up 
to the proper level, distilled water 
must be added at regular intervals, 
once a week in warm weather and 
once in two weeks during the cold 
season. Filtered water may be 
bought at any drug store or garage, 
or rain water, or water made by 
melting ice may be used. When 
the liquid has been reduced by evap- 
oration, obviously its acid content 
is just the same and all that is nec- 
is to bring it up to the proper 
level by adding-the plain water. 

‘On the other hand, if any of the 
liquid has been spilled or has leaked 
out of the jars in any way, acid 
has also been lost, so that in. re- 
plenishing it will be necessary to add 
acid and water in proper amounts, 
that is to say with a specific gravity 
of 1.80F. 

TEST NECESSARY. 

Whenever the owner opens his 
battery to refill the cells with water 
he should test the electrolyte with an 
instrument called a hydrometer 
syringe. This is a large glass cylin- 
der with a rubber bulb at one end 
and a small graduated cylinder in-

a quantity of the liquid is drawn up 
the cylinder, the small gradu- 
ated cylinder floats in this and by 
its depth indicates the specific grav- 
ity of the fluid.

COMING HERE. 


Holder of World's Records to 
be Seen. 


Aviation Motor Provides its 
Wonderful Power. 


Local Public Gets Chance to 
View It. 


What is claimed to be the fastest 
racing car in the world today is soon 
to be seen in Los Angeles. It is 
the Packard special racing chassis 
equipped with the twin-six airplane 
motor of 265 horse power. This car 
in July broke all of the world’s cir- 
cular track records at Sheepshead 
Bay track from one-quarter up te 
ten miles. The greatest speed shown 
was on a quarter-mile straightaway, 
when the speed attained was record- 
ed by the electric timer at 180 miles 


per hour. For thd@ ten miles an aver- 
age speed of 125 miles per hour was 


The Packard twin-six airplane 
motor is in some ways the fore- 
runner of the Liberty motor as it 
was designed by J. G. Vincent, then 
chief engineer of the Packard com- 
pany. and now ohief engineer of 
the aviation division of the govern- 
ment.

BUYING WRECKED CARS NOW 
BIG BUSINESS. 


to Ranchers, Who Use Them in 
Irrigation Pumping. 


“Did you ever wonder what be- 
comes of all the old and worn-out 
automobiles?” asks a writer in the, 
current issue of American Motorist. 
“Quite recently I had occasion to 
look into the matter,” the writer 
continues, “and 1 was surprised at 
some of the facts which came to 


light. 
“The quantities of used or second- 
hand cars annually disposed of have 
brought forth the ‘auto wrecker’ and 
built up his business. To him come 
the maim, the halt and the blind in 
the shape of cars ruined by colli- 
sion, fire, joyriders and long serv- 
joe, but he does nothing in the way 
of ‘rebuilding or selling the cars 
which come to him. All are de- 
molished utterly, and their various 
parts are scattered to the four winds 
of heaven, 80 to speak, and put to 
unguessed uses. 
“Of course, the price paid for 
these autos varies considerably -—~ 
from $160 for a so-called collision 
car to $65 up to $126 for fre ruins 
and worn-outs. Engines are the 
principal source of reven and a 
six-cylinder bronze engine, when 
overhauled and repaired, will bring 
as high as $250 from ranchers and 
others, who use them as power 
plants for irrigation, pumping, etc. 
“Springs! axies, bearings, wind- 
shields. lamps, radiators, tops, etc., 
are purchased mostly by garage re- 
pairmen and auto owners for re- 
r parts. 
about the only thing in 
an automobile that goes to waste in 
one of these graveyards is the wood- 
work of the bodies. There seems to 
have been found as yet no use to 
which ft can be put, and as its un- 
wieldly shape makes it impracticable 
to work up into kindling wood for 
sale, it is broken up and burned 
in any Way possible to get rid of it. 
“T did a little figuring on this mat- 
ter and while the items listed are 
approximate, of course, you will note 
that I have not used the highest 


quoted prices.” 


AMMONIA ON FINIS 

GIVES BAD RESULTS.
